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INTEODIICTION. 



HE reigo of George IIL, 
one of the longest in 
oor history, has left its 
notes indelibly written 
on oar national coin- 
age. From the king's 
accession, in 1760, to 
the year 1787, the 
coinage of silver money 
at the Mint was abso- 
Intely contemptible. 
In the latter year aboot 
£55,500 was issaed; 
and none farther took place until the great re-coinage in 1816, 
and snbaeqnent years. The GkiTemment was exceedingly 
to blame in thus neglecting the coinage, which then almost 
ezclnsiTely consisted of the money of William III., worn smooth 
by constant circalation. The American War of Independence, 
speedily followed by the French Berolntion, no doabt employed 
the whole energy of the (Jovemment of the day, which was more 
interested in patting down the liberty of the people than in 
providing for the pressing necessities of the rapidly increasing 
mannfactores and conmierce of the country. These circom- 
stances combined prodnced a revelation in the corrency which 
had never before been experienced, and for the first time the

penny pieces. Of the ninepence, a pattern only exists. These 
were continued to 1816, when the whole were withdrawn. 

Why the Government of this country did not pursue the same 
course which they allowed to the Bank of England, and also to 
private individuals, is most extraordinary ; if any profit could 
have been derived from the coinage it ought to have gone to the 
general fund of the country. There is little doubt that the issue 
of Bank tokens was a great loss, as they were issued when silver 
was dear, and called in when it was much reduced in value. The 
Government was glad to throw the loss and trouble on other 
parties, instead of making the whole people pay their fair 
share of the loss, as the tokens were issued for the common 
benefit 

A vexed question has been started about the best plan of 
manufaxjturing coins so as to prevent their destruction in times 
of necessity, in consequence of their intrinsic exceeding their 
nominal value in comparison with unredeemable promissory 
notes, which are necessarily issued by commercial countries in 
times of civil and foriegn war, to make up the want of the 
precious metals. This I think can never be settled; the 
precious metals cannot remain of the same value at all times, 
any more than corn, cattle, or any other produce ; they must be 
dearer or cheaper, according to various causes. It is no doubt 
best to follow a medium course. If coins are issued, in times of 
peace, at their intrinsic value when the metals are cheap, it is 
consigning them to certain destruction at the first rise in price ; 
if they are issued at a reasonable price above their intrinsic value, 
they will stand a moderate pressure in troubled times, and 
secure them for the public convenience. The art of the die- 
sinker should be of the best kind, so as to prevent as much as 
possible the forger from imitating them. 

In the late issue of bronze money, if it answers the purpose for 
which it was intended, namely, greater durability and value of 
the metal, with more convenient size than formerly, it will amply 
compensate for its intrinsic value being less than its nominal. 
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The issue of silver money in times of peace, at the highest war 
prices, is nothing more than an encouragement of forgery, and 
is not worth debating. 

What is a token ? This is a question easily asked, but the 
word is so variously used that it is not so easily answered A 
token in money is vulgarly understood to be a coin issued by 
a private individual above its real value, but intrinsically a 
guarantee of the good faith of the issuer, that he will pay the 
nominal value when demanded — in fact, it is a valuable ac- 
knowledgment or sign of indebtedness. By this rule the legal 
money of this country is only a series of tokens, excepting the 
gold coinage, which is issued at its standard value, and will not 
be received back at the price at which it was issued, unless it 
preserves its original weight, being issued at its metal value, a 
small charge being made for refining and coining. Where gold 
is the established standard all other metallic currency must be 
issued as tokens : it is impossible to have two standards, as there 
must be a constant fluctuation in the relative value of two or 
more metals, and the public would endeavour to make their 
payments in that metal which the market price of the day would 
leave the greatest profit, though to the serious detriment of 
trade. 

With these preliminary remarks to make the subject intel- 
ligible, I will proceed to describe the tokens themselves, which 
I have divided into three series. 

First. The Tokens of the Banks of England and Ireland, 
the States of Jersey, and the Governments of the Colonies. 
To the latter are added the copper pieces. All these were 
issued under the authority of the Imperial Government 

Second. The various Silver Tokens which were issued prior 
to the year 1811 by private individuals throughout the country, 
mostly from extreme necessity, to meet pressing wants, and 
without authority. Amongst these are a few struck for 
curiosity, as well as a few for Ireland of a much earlier date 
than those of England ; also Copper Tokens, which passed as 
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a silver currency. These are added to make the list of Silver 
Tokens of Great Britain and Ireland as complete as possible. 
There are a number of proofs of the Copper Tokens struck 
in SILVER, which are excluded from this list, as none of them 
were ever circulated as tokens, but as pieces deplaisir, I have 
in my collection silver proofs of the following : —

There are doubtless others ; they are all rare. 

Third. The Private Tokens which were extensively issued in 
the years 1811 and 1812, the most trying time of the currency 
of this country. These were withdrawn from circulation by 
order of Government towards the end of the year 1813. After 
this period we have no other silver private tokens. 

Nearly the whole of the tokens described are specimens in 
my own collection ; there may be others which I have not seen. 
The present list (the first which has ever appeared on the 
subject) I have had printed on one side only of the paper, 
which will allow space for descriptions of any omissions. The 
letters and B, in the description of the tokens, signify obverse 
and reverse,

This is mentioned as a specimen of the extensive forgeries of these 
pieces irhich were circulated in England at this period. It hss a 
copy of the Hall-mark similar to the preceding.

with the small bust of George III., same aa the pre- 
ceding.

Charles IV., dated 1802, an octagonal stamp of the 
bust of George UL in armour, the same as used on the 
Maundy fourpence without the legend. (PL L no. 3.)

R. BANK OF ENGLAND, 1804 = A mural crown on a ribbon, 
inscribed five shillings • dollar. Within the ribbon, 
Britannia seated, holding a spear and olive branch ;

9. A silver-plated forgery of the above, so closely copied as to 

have easily deceived the public at the time. After careful 
examination, it is difficult to describe the difference.

This type was circulated in September of this year, and, like aU the 
other Bank tokens, was immediately forged. Sharp informs us that 
Wm. Booth, of Peiry Bar, circulatea a penny token of his own manu- 
facture, as a cloak for having on his premises a coining-press and other 
materials. The collar in which his penny was struck was precisely 
the same size as the Bank of England three shillings token. He was 
found guilty of forging Bank of England notes, for which he was 
executed at Stafford, in 1812.

dealer, 407, Strand, has a specimen of this in platina.

I do not know on what occasion these were struck ; they are scarcer 
than the Bank half dollars ; doubtless the initials G R stamped on 
them are for Georgius Bex. I have seen a Mexican pillar dollar of 
Ferdinand YIL, dated 1818, on which the initials G R and a crown 
are stamped ; the date clearly proves they were not circulated by the 
Bank of England, probably by some of the British Colonies. 

Besides the half dollar drawn on Plate IL no 1, I have the dollar 
of Ferdinand YL, dated 1755, the one real piece of the dates 1757 
and 1758, and half real of the dates 1754 and 1758, all stamped on 
both sides with the initials GE. I^o doubt there is the two real 
piece or quarter dollar with the same marks. 

I have also a two real piece of Philip Y., dated 1721, a real dated 
1744, and a half real dated 1741, all having a heart-shaped piece 
punched out of the centre. These doubtless were for colonial use, but 
I can learn nothing of them. 

Another square-shaped piece, having the letter G with rays pro* 
ceeding from it, is said to have been used as currency in Guadaloupc.

The silyer money of Ireland was in a more wretched condition than 
in England, when the Bank of Ireland, by authority, issued the 
above to a considerable amount, at the price of six shillings Lish per 
dollar. They contained the same amount of sHver as &e Bank of 
England five shillings dollar.

SIERRA LEONE COMPANY (AFRICA). 

The first settlemeiit at Sierra Leone took place in 1776, wlien a 
great number of firee negroes, with about sixty white women of bad 
character, were sent out, at the expense of the British GK)Yemment, to 
form the colony. The project soon went to ruin ; when a number of 
persons interested in the abolition of the slave trade, and who con- 
sidered the place fayourable for promoting their views, took the affair 
in hand. As the expenses attendant on the undertaking were very 
considerable, subscriptions were opened, and a sufficient capital raised. 
The legislature then incorporated the subscribers under the denomina- 
tion of the Sierra Leone Company, under the management of a 
Chairman and Board of Directors, with a common seal, and to have 
perpetual succession. They held their first meeting in London, in 
October, 1791. The principal object of the Company is for the promo- 
tion of trade with that part of the continent of A&ca.

THE AFRICAN COMPANY. 

The first African Company was incorporated by James I., in 1618, 
with a very exclnsiye chsurter to Sir Bobert Bich and other Londoners. 
It was soon dissolved. 

A second charter, with stOl more stringent powers, was granted by 
Charles 1. in 1631. The patentees erected forts and warehonses on 
the coast at a great expense, bnt the free-traders broke in npon them, 
as they had done before ; and so matters remained until the Restora- 
tion, when a third Company was incorporated, with the Dnke of York 
at its head, for the purpose of supplying the West India planters with 
negroes. This again broke down. 

A fourth exclusive Company was formed in 1672, whose powers 
were considerably curtailed under William and Mary. This Company 
becoming bankrupt, it was dissolyed by Parliament in 1750, and the 
forts and gamsons of the late, were vested in the present Company, 
who were constituted a body politic, with perpetual succession, a 
common seal, and other privileges of a corporation. They are re- 
strained from trading in their corporate capacity, and from laying 
any restraints on trade by British subjects, on the pa]rment of a fine of 
forty shillings.

I cannot leam on what occasion these were stmck, but it seems 
likely, from conversation I have had with residents of our South 
Afiican colonies, that they were issued by the London Missionary 
Society for the Griquas, a bastard nation of mixed Dutch, Hottentot, 
and Kaffir blood. The nation is now settled, under their leader Adam 
Kok, near the colony of Natal. They have wandered about for many 
years.

65. On a thin piece of brass about the size of a farthing, in 
indented letters, V? rudely stamped. 

These pieces were issued by the Government of Tobago about the 
year 1812, and continued to about 1828, when English money was 
sent over. They passed for 2-Jrf. currency, which was about the value 
of l^e^. sterling, under the name of stampees (Estamp^es). Many 
of them are stamped on the French coins of the colony of Cayenne ; 
one specimen I possess has the name of Louis XY. on it, a second has 
the name of Louis XYI., whilst a third has only marked G under a 
crown. 

There was once a very extensive forgery of them in Birmingham, 
under the orders of a Tobago merchant, which was fortunately 
detected by accident. They were packed in a cask, which was so 
heavy that in landing it the cask was broken and let out the contents, 
thus exposing the attempted fraud. The coins were confiscated to the 
GK)vemment, when the whole lot were taken to sea and thrown 
overboard.

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ESSEQUIBO AND DEMERARA. 

Dcmerara and Essequibo are so called from the two riyers of those 
names, which are the most considerable of the colony. The river 
Essequibo is supposed to derive its name from Don Juan Essequibel, 
an officer under Diego Columbus. The country was partially 
colonised by Englishmen at various periods, as well as by Spaniards, 
Erench, and Dutch. It was in possession of the latter when it was 
taken by the English, and again given to the Dutch. On the break- 
ing out of the war, in 1803, after the rupture of the Treaty of Amiens, 
the British Government again took possession of these colonies, since 
which time they have remained under the British Crown. 

In 1831 they were united into one colony with Berbice, and received 
the name of British Guiana.

These two copper pieces do not belong to a Silver series, but as they 
complete the Tokens of these Colonies, it is adTisable to include them. 

The Government issued new money for these countries in 1816, 
under the name of United Colobt of Demeraka and Ebsequibo. 
They are of the same kind and denomination as the above without 
the word token ; but as these were issued as a proper legal currency 
they do not belong to a token list. They were the work of 
Thomas Wyon, Jun., and of the best workmanship. In 1832 similar 
silver coins, with the addition of the eighth, were issued with the 
head and titles of William lY. These were engraved by William 
Wyon. In 1836 the money was issued under the new name of 
British Guiana.

These tokens, nos. 5, 6, 7, and 8, ore very interesting on account of 
their date, which are the earliest of their class, and also from the 
circumstance that they are exactly of the pattern of the tokens which 
were so extensively issued in 1811 and 1812, Ireland being the first 
portion of the British dominions where silver tokens were issued.

These were all issued by the Overseers of the poor of Birmingham. 
Strictly they ought not to be placed amongst the silver tokens, but as 
they were of superior value, and issued as substitutes for silver, they 
claim our attention. Until lately these pieces were rarely to be seen, 
but at the sale of the collection of coins of the late Henry Pershouse, of 
Birmingham, in February, 1862, a large quantity of all the varieties 
were sold, and they have consequently now become common. There 
were about 300 of the half-crowns, those in brass being the most 
numerous ; those in copper were the fewest in number, and were in 
finer condition. 

Besides issuing tokens of inferior metal to represent silver, the 
Overseers of the poor issued promissory notes, about the year 1808, for 
the sum of five shillings. One variety was printed on leather, another 
on cardboard, about three inches long, and two inches wide. They 
a] so issued a promissory note for two shillings and sixpence, which 
were receivable every Wednesday, at the workhouse, when eight were 
brought together.

These silver tokcms were so hastily mttua&cturod that they ore very 
inferior as works of Art. Many of them were intended for circulation 
in distant towns, some withont the issuers' names. It is very pro- 
bable that this was done intentionally, that they might not be broaght 
back for repayment. 

Henry Morgan, of No. 12, Bathbone Flace, London, was one of the 
principal manufacturers of them. ICessrs. Young and Deakiu, of 
Sheffield, were the chief manufacturers in the North ; their tokens 
are generally of a better style than the others. 

Though little more than 50 years have elapsed since these silver 
tokens were in circulation, it is surprising how little is known of them. 
Concerning Henry Morgan I have made many inquiries, but withont 
success; his name does not occur in the directories of the period. 
People are only too glad to forget their troubles after they have passed ; 
and their short term of two years, the hottest period of the war with 
Napoleon, has only left a memorial in the cabinets of the curious, of 
the straits to which the trading community were reduced.

Joseph Hunton was a Quaker, residing in the Market Place, Yar- 
mouth, where he carried on business as a linen draper. He afterwards 
removed to Bishopsgate Street, London, where he carried on a largo 
drysaltery business. Losing a considerable sum in Spanish bonds, and 
other speculations, to sustain his credit he forged bills of exchange, in 
which he was detected, and proved guilty, and for which he was 
hanged at Newgate in 1831, one of the last who suffered death for the 
crime of forgery.

Francis Riddell Reynolds was a brewer and lawyer. His issue of silver 
tokens proved a losing speculation. The tokens of the no. 230 type 
were sent down to Yarmouth by the coach, and the principal part of them 
were stolen. In the hope of recovering them, he did not issue those 
he had safely received, but had a new reverse die, no. 231, made. As 
nothing further was heard of the stolen property, the remains of the 
first lot were put in circulation. Mr. Eeynolds also issued five 
shillings promissory notes. When the tokens were withdrawn from 
circulation, the whole were melted down, and made into family plate.
